The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention is directed to a method and/or apparatus for determining a position of an 
item of interest (e.g., a point of interest in a map database) in a selected category at a port 
(preferably mobile or portable computer or PDA that has a port) wherein in the item and its 
spatial details including the geographic position is downloaded from a remote database through 
the Internet. 

The prior art of record, as discussed at length in the interview dated October 17, 2001, 
teaches the retrieval of spatial item of interest, however, does not teach the fetching of the item 
from a remote database through the Internet as claimed. 

On March 14, 2001, in a telephonic interview, the examiner indicated to the applicants' 
representative that claims 14 and 18 differ from claims 1 and 24 because claims 14 and 18 do not 
recite a "category" and the fetching of data from a remote database through the "Internet." The 
applicants agreed to cancel claims 14-23.
